ORDINANCE No. XV OF 1947 


AN 


ORDINANCE 


to provide for the exercise of certain extra -provincial jurisdiction of the Central 

Government. 


WHEREAS by trcaty , grunt, usage, bufferance and other lawful means, 
the Central Government has , und muy hereafter acquire , jurisdiction in and in 
relation to Areas outside the Provinces of indiu ; 

AND WHERKAS an emergency has ariben which makes it necessary to provide 
for matters relating to the exercise of the said jurisrliotion ; 

NUW , THEREFORE , in exercise of the powory conforred by Auction 42 of the Gov . 
urument of India Act , 19:35 (26 Gev . 5 , (1. 2 ), as adaptor by the India ( l rovisional 
Constitution ) Order , 1947 , the Governo General is pleasod to make and promulgato 
the following Ordinanoo : 

1 . Short title and commencement. - - ( 1) Thin Ordinance may be callod the Extra 
Provincial Jurisdiction Ordinance , 1947 . 

(2 ) It sball come into force at onge . 
2 . Definitions. In this Ordinanoc , 

( a ) " extra - provincial juisdiction " means any jurisdiction which by 
treaty , grant, ufage , sufferance or other lawful moans , the Coutral Govornment 
han for the time being in or in relution to any arca outside the Provinces , 

(6 ) " jurjedjotion " includes rights , power and authority , 
3 . Exercise of jurisdiction . - ( 1 ) It shall be lawful for the Central Government 
to exercise extra provincial jurisdiction ill such manner as it think fit . 

( 2 ) The Central Govornment may dolcgato any such jurisdiction as aforesaid 
to any officer or anthority in such mannor und to hurb extout as it thruke fit . 
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4 . Pwur to make orders.--- 17 ) Tlire l huitral livarumont way, by notification 
is the offi -ial Gazetto ,MAKH Much orders 764 may seem to it oxpediout for the effective 
exorasp of uly 1sxtra -provinial jurindition of the ( ontra Govorimont. 

(2 ) Without prejudice to the generality of the power s Confered by Bub -sectior 
( 7), Any order made under that sub -sootion may provider 

( w ) for determining the law and procedure to be observed , whother by 
pplying with or without modifications all or any of the provisions of Any 
enactment ill force in uny Province or otherwise ; 

(b ) for determining the perso114 who are to exerciso jurisdiction , either 
gouerally or ill articular ( LHRSOs of cases , and the powers to be exercised by 
them ; 

) for determining the courts , judges , magistratos and authorities by 
whom , and for regulating the manner in which , any jurisdiction auxiliary or 
incidental tu or Cona queritial on the jurisdiction exercised under this Ordinance 
is to be exrcised in tho Provinces ; and 

old for regulating the amount, collection and application of foos . 
5. Validity of acts done in pursuance of jurisdiction . — Every art and thing done 
in pursuance of any extra -provincial jurisdiction of the Central (toverinent in un 
aroa outside the provincny shall be AS Valid as if it hud been done according to tho 
local law thon in force in thut aron . 

6 . Evidence as to existence or extent of jurisdiction .-- (1) If in any proceeding , 
civil or criminal, in a ( ourt established in the l rovincos or by the authorty of the 
Central Government wutside the Province4 , any question arisos ns to the existonico 
or extent of any oxtra - provincinl jurisdiction of the Contra ) Govorunient, tho Sec 
retary to tho Governmont of Judix in the appropriate departmont shull, on the 
Application of the Court , Hond to the Court tho docision of the Contral Government 
on the question , and that decision whall for the purpose of tho proc hodiny, bo final. 

(2 ) The Court shall pond to the maid Socrotury , in a documont wider the shal 
of tho Court or signod by u judge of the Court , questions framnod son properly to 
Tajso the question , Aud Anffiriont 118wers to those quoytions sbull bo l otuilled 
to the Court by the Secretary and thuhe unwors shall on production therouf be 
conolusivo evidonce of the matters therein contained .
